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The “swoosh” will be gone from under 
the MENARDS’ sign, the corporate slogan 
won’t be on the building, and the store will 
look slightly different than others in the 
chain — but the Menards building project 
is definitely moving forward in Van Buren 
Township. 

At the Jan. 15 meeting of the VBT 
Board of Zoning Appeals, the board 
unanimously approved four variances, 
with slight changes, allowing the project to 
go forward. 

After the meeting, Scott Nuttleman 
of Menards Real Estate, who has been 
working with VBT officials on the project, 
said he believes the Menards officials who 
make the final decisions will go along with 
the changes. 

He said it will take just a couple of more 
meetings before they can break ground. 
He referred to special-use approval by 
the township board for outdoor sales and 
storage and final site plan approval by the 
planning commission. 

At a planning commission meeting on 
Dec. 10, Nuttleman said it takes a year to 
build a store and if all goes well they would 
like to commence grading on the property 
on April 1 and begin store construction 
on June 1, opening the new store in early 
February 2016 or before. 

The store is expected to bring 200 new 
jobs to the community. 

Menards has been seeking approval, since 
early last year, to build a 162,340-square- 
foot heated store area on the 24.08 acres it 
has contracted to buy on the west side of 
Belleville Road just north of Walmart. 

At its September meeting, the BZA tabled 
requests for six variances and took no 
action on those requests from Menards. 

During the Jan. 15 meeting, BZA 
members were discussing how it would be 
fair to make Menards’ reduce the size of its 
main sign to make it the same as Walmart’s 
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sign. 
This was what Sally Hodges, the 
township’s planning consultant from 
McKenna Associates, had recommended. 
Nuttleman said the signs are identical on 
all the Menards stores, although in some 
places they take off some signs. 
Nuttleman pointed out that Walmart had 
three signs and they were only talking about 
the main sign and ignoring Walmart’s other 
signs in their figures.

Starbucks likely to walk 
from project since VBT 
wouldn’t give it a drive

The chance to have a Starbucks coffee 
shop on the former Big Boy property 
appears to have vanished. 

A representative of Belleview 
Development, LLC, said Starbucks 
required a driveway from its drive-through 
window straight to Belleville Road and 
would not bend. 

Neither would the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission bend and at its 
Jan. 14 meeting, it voted unanimously to 
recommend the requested special drive- 
through window use and to approve the 
preliminary site plan -- but not allow an 
additional curb cut on Belleville Road. 

The plan had been to keep the boulevard 
entrance to the site, moving it slightly 
north, plus the Starbucks drive, giving the 
site two drives onto Belleville Road. 

The proposed project would have had the 
Starbucks drive-through at the north end of 
the building, one or two retail stores in the 
middle, and another restaurant at the south 
end of the building.

Sumpter family heading to Dominican Republic for a year of ministry

John and Jamie Fox of Sumpter Township 
and their two sons, Hunter, 14, and Logan, 
12, are leaving for the Dominican Republic 
as soon as possible to spend at least a year 
there helping children. 

Their rescued pit bull Rocky will be 
going, as well. 

The Foxes have their house up for 
sale. They sold most of their personal 
possessions in a big sale last fall and pulled 
their children out of Keystone Academy 
to start them on home schooling with an 
accredited online program. 

Jamie said in 2012, she, John, and Hunter 
went on a mission trip to the Dominican 
Republic with Ron Schubert of Harvest 
International Ministries of Farmington 
Hills. 

John didn’t want to go, but Jamie said she 
didn’t know if she and Hunter would be 
safe without him. He grudgingly joined the 
group and it changed the rest of his life. 

“There is immense poverty, like you’ve 
never seen,” John said. “It wrecked your 
heart.” 

Jamie said her husband cried the whole 
time he was there on that visit because of 
all the heartbreaking circumstances. 

The family went out in the village with 
rice and beans and also passed out hygiene 
packs, school supplies and backpacks. 
They played games with the children. 

They will be taking mission teams out. 
People come from all over the world to 
help and a team from Australia is due next 
week. A vocational training facility will be 
set up. 

“We were invited to go and then we invite 
someone and hope they get the vision,” 
John said. 

John is a laborer and equipment operator 
for Canton Township. He applied for a 
leave of absence, but it was denied because 
Canton never did that before. 

He said once the house sells, he’ll put in 
his two-week notice. Most of his coworkers 
think he is crazy to leave a good job — but 
some support his plan. 

“We have a strong faith,” John said. “God 
provided that job and will provide another. 

“We had planned to be there this week,” 
John said, adding they had an offer on their 
house, but it fell through. 

Jamie couldn’t be happier that her 
husband now is so enthusiastic about the 
project which will help build an orphanage 
for children. He and his sons have been 
to the Dominican Republic twice more 
after that first visit, but Jamie stayed home 
because she was working to become a 
registered nurse. She finished her boards in 
September. 

The project is Restoration Ranch, which 
is being built on a 20-acre mango farm in 
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The Fox family of Sumpter Township will be leaving for their mission in the Dominican 
Republic as soon as possible. They are, from left, John, Hunter, Jamie, Logan and, in

the southern part of the island. The farm 
and orphanage is owned by Danny and 
Denise Stone, who have been there 17 
years. There are no children at the ranch 
yet and the Foxes will be the first house 
parents. 

“I had a dream one night years ago that 
we were going to work in an orphanage,” 
Jamie recalled. “I never forgot it and now 
it’s happening.” 

John said their sons also are enthusiastic 
about helping the children. In fact, Hunter 
told them if they didn’t take up their offer 
for the mission, he would go there himself 
as soon as he was 18. 

“I wanted to stress that we feel this is a 
divine calling we have,” Jamie said. “This 
is not something we are doing of ourselves. 
There is NO way we would be leaving our 
friends and family and all of the comforts 
of home unless we were called to do this.” 

Jamie McCall graduated from Belleville 
High School in 1986. She is the daughter 
of Jewell McCall of Sumpter. John grew up 
in Detroit and they met at a singles retreat 
at Belleville Church of God and have been 
married 20 years. He is the son of Larrie 
and Tanice Fox, also of Sumpter. 

John said his parents are just getting 
used to the idea that he and his family are 
leaving for a year. It hasn’t been easy for 
them all because the boys used to be able 


to cut through the woods to get to their 
grandparents’ home for frequent visits. 
Because she didn’t want to start a 
nursing job and then leave, Jamie has been 
working in dental hygiene and as a patient 
companion at St. Joseph Mercy Hospital. 

The Foxes will be living in a town called 
El Cruce de Ocoa. 

The Dominican Republic shares an island 
with Haiti, which was devastated by an 
earthquake five years ago. There are 10.3 
million people on the island and 240,000 of 
them are homeless children, Jamie said. 

John said the north part of the island is 
the “plush of the plush” but just six hours 
away the south part is the “area that time 
forgot.” He said the housing there has 
thatched roofs, tin walls, and dirt floors — 
and many street children. 

John said the family has given the project 
a one-year commitment, but they may stay 
longer. 

“They evaluate us and we evaluate the 
mission after a year and then decisions will 
be made,” John said. 

Fund raising here at home is on-going. 
They go to churches and offerings are taken. 
Some people commit to give monthly and 
some give one-time donations, Jamie said. 

They need lots of help and are reaching 
out to the community.

One of the stories: 
Struggling mother 


earns living for six 
through sewing pillows 


Eight-year-old Tanya was blinded by her 
uncle with a piece of rebar in the Dominican 
Republic. No one knows why. 

Then, when Tanya was 13, her father 
sexually assaulted her and a child was 
born. 

John Fox said men are the providers in 
that culture and women take care of the 
babies. 

Tanya’s mother, Marcia, went to the 
authorities and now her husband is serving 
25 years in prison. She and her four children 
and one grandchild have no income and are 
among the poorest of the poor, John said. 

John said it was very courageous of the 
mother to turn in her husband, knowing she 
and her children could starve without him. 
And, they did suffer. 

John said people from his church in the 
Dominican Republic had met her and told 
her story. John said when he was at an 
eyeglass clinic he saw a young blind girl 
carrying a baby. They knew right away it 
was Tanya and they went to her home and 
started helping — first with food. 

He said they wanted to help that family, 
but didn’t want to just provide for them. 
They wanted to help the family provide for 
itself. 

The church got Marcia a brand-new 
Singer foot-pedal sewing machine. She 
now makes pillows that say “Restoration 
Ranch.” The pillows are sold and the 
money sent to Marcia to help support her 
family. 

The electricity is regularly cut off to 
the poor area of the Dominican Republic 
when the plusher community at the north 
end needs more power, so a foot-powered 
machine is very important, John said.

He said Walmart has not only about a 200 
square foot main sign but two others that 
are about 100 square feet each. He said by 
just looking, he believes Meijer complies 
with the sign ordinance. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr, who sits on the BZA, 
said he thought both Meijer and Walmart 
were in compliance. 

“Your staff counted only the main sign 
for Walmart,” Nuttleman pointed out. 

Jahr apologized, explaining the BZA 
is limited to what information the staff 
provides to it. 

Patrick Sloane, of McKenna who works 
part time for VBT’s building and planning 
department, said when they calculated the 
sign at Walmart it was in the records at 
186.48 square feet. 

“How the other signs were approved, we 
don’t know,” Sloane said. 

Planning consultant Hodges, also of 
McKenna, said she didn’t have information 
on there being two more signs at Walmart. 
It wasn’t in the paperwork, she said. 

Jahr said two wrongs don’t make a 
right. Just because they didn’t notice that 
Walmart had two more signs than they 
thought, they shouldn’t hold Menards to a 
higher standard than Walmart. 

Jahr made a motion to modify the variance 
to permit 317.7 square feet on the main 
building, 117.7 more than the maximum of 
200 allowed. 

“Limiting to 200 would be unnecessarily 
burdensome,” said Jahr, noting the store is 
500 feet back from Belleville Road. 

This signage was in addition to the 90 
square foot pedestal sign at the front that 
complied with the ordinance. 

There were four variances granted, all 
unanimously. 

The BZA met with a bare quorum, with 
both its chairperson (Terissa Wardwell) and 
vice chairman (Tom DiPietro) absent and 
the member selected to chair the meeting 
(Amos Grissett) just being reappointed by 
the township board about 24 hours earlier. 
Bob McKenna, the planning commission’s

Sumpter Twp. accepts 
donation of two parcels 
of old fire property

Sumpter Township is being given two 
parcels of land it used to own, just south of 
Joe Nasser’s corner market at the corner of 
Sumpter and Willis roads.

At the Sumpter Township regular board 
meeting on Jan. 13, township attorney 
Rob Young said he has ordered a study 
by Michigan Title, for a couple hundred 
dollars, to verify status of the properties. 

The board voted unanimously to approve 
the donation, contingent on all matters 
being settled in favor of the township. 

In other business at the Jan. 13 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved, in an emergency action, paying 
$11,750 to Keep it in the 70s to replace the 
heating unit in the part of the community 
center that holds the police department 
and the former Head Start program. Police 
Chief James Pierce said they are working

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and Sue have to endure terrible conditions. 
It’s freezing over there.” He said it’s been 
costing $1,000 to $2,000 a year for repairs 
to the system. Trustee Peggy Morgan said it 
is really sad because they have been having 
problems with heating and cooling the old 
building for a long time. “We’re way past 
due to getting something done,” Trustee 
Morgan agreed. Supervisor John Morgan 
said they’ve been having conversations 
about options and hopefully will come up 
with a plan, but until then they’ ve got to get 
the building heated.

Development Jack Knowles identified the 
restaurant proposed for the south side of 
the building as Qdoba Mexican Grill. He 
said Qdoba often goes with Starbucks. 

Steve Alexander of Jupiter Development 
Company and Tom Dumond of Voss 
Engineers took turns out in the hall 
with a cell phone while the commission 
considered the proposal. They obviously 
were talking to Starbucks. 

“I may lose one of my tenants ... because 
of what’s going on,” Alexander said to the 
commission. 

“I understand your problem,” said 
Commission chairwoman Carol Thompson. 
“The traffic there is difficult. I would hate 
to see you lose your tenant. Also, several 
hundred BHS staff members have told me 
they want another coffee shop.” 

She explained many school employees 
drive Belleville Road on their way to work 
in the morning and another coffee shop 
was requested. 

“I appreciate that,’ Alexander said. 
“These two clients are linked in a rather 
absurd way and I may lose the second one 
and have to find others.” 

He said he expected the township to be 
kind enough to work with them after they 
find new tenants. 

“I know this causes difficulties,” 
Thompson said and Alexander said, “We 
have some scrambling to do.” 

As Alexander and Dumond were leaving, 
the Independent asked if they could confirm 
that the coffee shop leaving was Starbucks, 
since its name had never been mentioned 
during the proceedings. 

“I can’t tell you what you’re losing,” 
Alexander said. 

That it was Starbucks was confirmed after 
the meeting. 

A public hearing was held a second time 
on the project that night since the previous 
hearing notice did not go out to neighbors 
in the time span required. No member of 
the public spoke at the hearing. 

While the developers were aware 
commissioners were unlikely to grant 
a second access to the site because of 
the heavy traffic on Belleville Road, 
Alexander gave his pitch for the second 
drive anyway. 

He said, “It simply is to relieve a little 
bit of traffic for us... between 7 a.m. and 
9 a.m. Relief for the people going north... 
We don’t think it would impose a hazard.” 

That Starbucks drive was to be labeled 
right turn only, with drivers having to turn 
north. 

Sally Hodges of McKenna Associates 
planning consultants pointed out the 
problem with another access drive to 
Belleville Road just north of the busy, and 
dangerous, North I-94 Service Drive and 
Belleville Road intersection, as well as the 
nearby freeway ramps. 

Dave Nummer of Wade Trim engineers 
said this is the sixth-most-dangerous span 
of roadway in Wayne County. He said they 
have been working to reduce the number 


of curb cuts on Belleville Road and Auto 
Zone, the most recent project, has no direct 
access. 

He said in recent years the township has 
been diligent in its efforts to manage access 
to Belleville Road and frontage roads have 
been implemented through the Walmart 
site serving Tim Horton’s, Applebee’s, 
Taco Bell and the 5/3 Bank, none of which 
have direct access to Belleville Road. 

Nummer said with the seventh traffic 
light recently being installed on Belleville 
Road, “I’m anticipating we’ll no longer be 
the sixth-most dangerous.” 

He said there had been multiple left-turn 
problems at Meijer’s south drive resulting 
in head-on crashes. “I’d hate to see us 
replicate this problem to the south.” 

Nummer said as far as telling drivers 
to turn right only, that doesn’t work. He 
said his experience is that they turn left 
anyway. 

Thompson asked where the next drive to 
the north would be, compared to the coffee 
shop’s proposed drive, and Nummer said it 
was 20 feet. 

The cross-accesses in the back to CVS 
and the shopping mall next door were 
expected to be used, as well. 

Michigan Ave./Denton 

On Jan. 14 a public hearing was held 
on the requested rezoning of about 1.99 
acres of property at the northeast corner of 
Michigan Avenue and Denton Road from C 
(local business) to C-1 (general business). 
No members of the audience spoke on the 
rezoning. 

The rezoning will be considered at an 
upcoming commission meeting and then 
the commission’s recommendation taken 
to the township board for final action. 

The corner property is made up of five 
parcels and is designated 49230 Michigan 
Avenue and 5826 Denton Road and located 
just south of the Canton Township line. 

They wish to build a fueling station, 
convenience store, drive-through restaurant 
on the site. Denton Partners, LLC, 
purchased the old Willow Creek Market 
and it will be demolished. 

The Denton Partners’ engineer said 
it will be a major improvement to the 
intersection. 

Victoria Park Architecture 
The commission approved architecture for 
revised home plans and façade elevations 
for residential dwellings within the Victoria 
Park site condominium development at 
the northeast corner of Morton Taylor and 
Ecorse roads. 

Victoria Park is subject to a consent 

judgment (February 2014) between the

Co-defendants face 


multiple charges of 
embezzlement, forgery

Two co-defendants charged with multiple 
counts of embezzlement and forgery at 34" 
District Court had their preliminary exams 
adjourned to an unspecified date. 

The two women were scheduled to appear 
before Judge David Parrott on Jan. 14. 

Lashantinette Daquette Obioha, 34, had 
posted her $100,000 or 10% bond and retained 
attorney Peter Samouris. 

Obioha was charged with three counts of 
embezzlement, two of which were more than 
$100,000; five counts of forgery; two counts 
of false pretenses; identity theft; and using 
a computer to commit a crime (maximum 
imprisonment of 20 years or more). 

Her co-defendant Marsha Sharlene 
Rutherford, 37, also posted her $100,000 
or 10% bond. Rutherford retained attorney 
Darryl Mitchell. 

Rutherford is charged with two counts of 
embezzlement for $100,000 or more, two 
counts of false pretenses for $100,000 or 
more, identity theft, and using a computer to 
commit a crime (maximum imprisonment of 
20 years or more). 

Court officials said they were unsure of the 
date to be set for the preliminary exam since 
there were so many attorneys involved that 
they had to come up with a date when all were 
available. 

According to court records, the crimes are 
alleged to have occurred on May 1, 2009. The 
recommendation for the warrant was signed 
Nov. 20, 2014. 

Van Buren Township Police Lt. Ken Floro is 
the police officer in charge of the case. 

On Tuesday, Lt. Floro said this incident was 
reported to VBT police in May of 2014 and 
involved a significant amount of investigation 
into a somewhat extensive fraud case at a local 
business. 

“We will move as quickly with the judicial 
process as possible,” he said. 

He said the incident involves Archer 
Corporate Services and a series of fraudulent 
activity that occurred there over a multi-year 
period involving an employee and another 
individual. 

Joseph Michael Boeck 

Joseph Michael Boeck, 21, was charged with 

larceny from a motor vehicle and breaking 


and entering a motor vehicle with damage to 
the vehicle, which allegedly occurred Sept. 3 
in the city of Belleville. 

He was lodged in the Wayne County Jail on 
a bond of $5,000 or 10%. 

With the help of court-appointed attorney 
David Lankford, Boeck waived his preliminary 
exam and was bound over to circuit court for 
an arraignment on the information on Jan. 21. 

Lankford said, his bond is low but his client 
may have a hold out of 35™ District Court 
for unpaid restitution. Boeck was referred to 
pretrial services for a recommendation. 

Officer in charge of the case is Belleville 
Police Officer Jeff Wickham. 

Matthew Paul Rife 
Matthew Paul Rife, 31, waived his preliminary 
exam on Jan. 14 and was bound over to circuit 
court by Judge Parrott for an arraignment on 
the information at 9 a.m. Jan. 28. 

Rife was charged with two counts of 
assaulting/resisting/obstructing a police officer 
on Jan. 1. He posted his $30,000/10% bond 
and was represented by a court-appointed 
attorney. 

Officer in charge of the case was Sumpter 
Officer Beth Egerer. 

Dylon Marcus Braun 

Dylon Marcus Braun was charged with 
unlawful driving away of a motor vehicle, 
interfering with a crime report, domestic 
violence, and failure to stop after a collision 
on April 25, 2014 in Van Buren Township. 

He posted his $10,000/10% bond and hired 
attorney Michael Vincent. 

Attorney Olga Wermalenka appeared on 
behalf of Vincent and asked for an adjournment. 
Judge Parrott said Vincent had arranged for a 
stipulated order of adjournment to Feb. 4. 

Wermalenka also requested adjournments 
for two other clients until Feb. 4 because her 
law firm was waiting for in-car videos from 
police departments. 

VBT Detective Donovan McCarthy is in 
charge of the case.
